T h e postoffice d epartm ent is about 


to enforce a new order with reference 


to rural mail boxes. 
It has been d e ­ 


cided to withdraw the rural service 


from p atrons who do not provide re ­ 
gulation mail boxes. 
It is announced by \Y. R. Spilman, 
general superintendent of rural deliv­ 
ery at W a shington that no favori­ 
tism will be known in the enforce­ 
m ent of this order, but for the bene­ 
fit of patrons with small purses a m ­ 
ple time will he given to m ake the 
charge. 
First the po stm asters 
will 
be required to send to W a sh in g to n 
the nam es and addresses of people 
on the routes running out of their 
offices who do not have the regula­ 
tion boxes. 
T o each of such p atrons 
will be sent a circular letter from the 
dep a rtm en t informing him th a t 
his 
service will be discontinued if w ith­ 
in sixty days he has not provided ,a 
regulation box. 
No patron, Mr. Spil- 
man states, need have no fear that 
his service will be cut off without this 
notice. 
By a “ regulation” box 
is 
m eant 
anyone of the nearly 200 
different 
kinds m anufactured in widely differ­ 
ent localities that have received the 
ipproval of the postoffice departm ent. 
Som e of the boxes are plain and sim ­ 
ple and o th ers are ornate, 
so th at 
it will be possible to suit the taste 
of alm ost every patrons. 
T h e y vary 
in price from 5° cents to $5. 
T he 
postoffice dep a rtm en t will furnish a 
list of them to any persons who ap-* 
ply. 
T h e governm ent does not have the 
pow er to compel patrons to put up 
the regulation boxes, bitt it can take 
aw ay the service from those w ho do 
not obey the order, and Superintend­ 
ent Spilman says that this will be 
done in every instance. 
It is a sse rt­ 
ed by the dep a rtm en t that the order 
is in the interest of facilitating the 
delivery of mail and safeguarding the 
service. 
E v ery box of approved de­ 
sign has a signal by which the c a r­ 
rier can tell without leaving his w a ­ 
gon w h e th e r or not the box contains 
any mail that is to be posted.

I t is interesting to note w ith w hat feeling the southern people regard 


the invasion of the south by President Roosevelt. T h at he is being receiv­ 


ed w ith a not unfriendly seriousness in th at realm of dem ocracy m ust be 


the som ew hat surprising deduction from the following com m ent of the Bal­ 
tim ore Sun: 


“In his speech at Raleigh yesterday and at A tlanta today P re s­ 
ident Roosevelt definitely form ulated the issue upon which he 
is 
appealing for Southern support. It is. in brief, th at all co rp o ra­ 
tions doing an inter state business should be held 
accountable 
to the federal governm ent, because their accountability should be 
co extensive w ith 
their 
field of action.. 
R ailroad-rate 
regula­ 
tion is a salient phase of this issue. 
“T here is historic appropriateness in invoking Southern 
sup­ 
port for the principle of federal regulation of com m erce, for its ef­ 
fective establishm ent would be the trium ph of a process of con­ 
stitutional developm ent which was due to Southern initiative.. I t is 
a com m onplace of our history th at the m ovem ent which culm inat­ 
ed in the adoption of the constitution of the U nited States was in­ 
itiated in conferences betw een M aryland and V irginia, as a result 
of which the convention of 1786 m et at A nnapolis to consider m eas­ 
ures for the national regulation of com m erce. T his convention in 
issuing the call for the convention which fram ed the federal con­ 
stitution did so upon the express ground th at ‘the pow er of regu­ 
lating trade is of such com prehensive extent, and will 
en ter so 
far into the general system of the federal governm ent, 
th a t 
to 
give it efficacy m ay require a corresponding adjustm ent 
of 
oth er 
parts of the federal system .' 
“Thus it m ay be th at the federal governm ent was form ed upon 
the principle of national regulation of com m erce, which is yet to 
be effectively established. The authority of individual states is in­ 
adequate to deal with the problem , and owing to the com bination 
of state incom petency and federal inaction it has com e about 
th at corporations wield m ore irresponsible pow er in 
the 
g re a t 
A m erican republic than in any other country in the w orld. A dis- 
inguished French publicist was able to say in a treatise on the sub­ 
ject th at ‘m onopoly constituted in opposition to the will of cities 
and states is a purely A m erican phenom enon; the adm inistration 
of continental E urope offers no exam ples of it/ 
“The issue whi hcPresident R oosevelt is presenting before the 
people of the South is, therefore, one which bears a vital relation 
to the character of our institutions, and if he succeeds in engag­ 
ing their active interest one desirable result th at will probably fol­ 
low is th at the discussion of the subject will be raised to its proper 
plane of constitutional jurisprudence.” 


I t goes to show th at A m ericans are hero w orshippers to the exclu­ 


sion of sectional partisanship T he president’s trip can’t change the vote 


of the south to any extent, but should he becom e again a successful can­ 


didate, it will be less displeasing to the southern elem ent than it would 


have been had they never known the m an through his tour of the sunny 
South.
